Re flaunt Treatment for Frosted Seed — 


A great deal of the seed grain te 
be sown in Alberta this year. was dam- 
aged by frost. Studies carried out at 
the University of Alberta indicated 
that the viability of frosted grain may 
be seriously. impaired by the use of 
formalin as a treatment for smut. 

It is suggested, therefore, that far. 
mers consider treating their seed 
grain with one of the dust germicides 
such as Improved Ceresan or Lytosan. 
| If formalin is ‘used the strength of 
the solution should not be stronger 
than. that recommended (1 part for- 
malin to 320 parts of water). 

Will you please give this matter 
your attention by discussing it with 
farmers whenever the occasion per- 
mits. ~ t

A Crime Invasion | 


7 ‘ Stes: : aire | 
Signs and portents are not lacking that, Canada, including the prairie 


provinces, is to be favored during the coming summer with the presence 
of a horde of criminals from the United States bent on rapine and slaugh- 
ter, with the peaceful citizens of this country as their victims. 

Indeed, a migratory movement of the dregs and sweepings of the under- 
world of our neighbor ‘to the south has already commenced and their un- 
lawful.and ruthless activities are already being recorded on the police blot- 
ters in some of the cities across the continent north of the 49th parallel. 

Recent newspaper reports have noted daring bank holdups, safe-blow- 
ings and robberies, accompanied in some cases by particularly cold-blooded 
and unnecessary murders, unnecessary even for the successful prosecution 
of the uhlawful raids on property which are the primary aim of these 
crime perpetrators. 

' These undesirable visitors from across the line have made their pres- 
ence felt in Vancouver, Calgary, Regina, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Quebec and 
Toronto and have staged coups, sometimes with the assistance of local 
craftsmen with whom they have established contact, and in. some cases 
without such aid. : \ 

So far this winter these desperadoes have confined their attention to 
the cities, principally because, in the western provinces at any rate, climatic 
conditions make criminal forays on the smaller towns and villages imprac- 
ticable, if. not impossible, With the advent of spring and after snow has 
disappeared and roads and highways become negotiable with ease, it is 
reasonable to assume that some of them will divert their activities in the 
direction of the small: town merchant, the village post office and perhaps 
' even to an occasional farm, unless their nefarious deeds are sternly checked. 

The reason for this trek of bandits and thugs, armed with gats and 

sawed-off shot guns, dynantite and nitro-glycerine, crowbars and jemmies is 
easily explained. They are being driven out like rats from the country | 
which until recently has afforded them a fairly safe domicile and where’ 
they. have been able to carry on their iniquitous trade. with comparative | 
immunity. ae 

The federal government of the, United States is tightening. up on the 
_Yrobber and the killer. Substantial additions have been made to police and} 


detective appropriations and forces and a campaign to suppress crimes, and | « 


especially crimes of violence, is well under way and is being carried out} 
with a greater measure of success than has heretofore aftended previous | 
sporadic and isolated efforts in the land of the stars and stripes. 

Many of the desperate criminals'in the United States who have so far 
escaped the tightening meshes of the police nets in their own country are 
becoming fearful of their safety if they continue their illegal practices. in 
their own land and are seeking’ pastures more green elsewhere. For geo- 
graphical reasons alone they, are turning their eyes towards Canada and 
their footsteps in this country. The advance.guard is already here and 
more may .be expected to come when weather conditions facilitate mobile | 
transit. : 

The United States authorities are taking this action because public 
opinion in that country has made its voice heard. The people have de- 
manded that steps be taken, if not to rid the country of serious crime, at 
least to reduce it to reasonable proportions. Hence, the drive now in: pro- 

‘gress, Unless, however, the people of this country are to inherit an un- 

wanted legacy from the States, they, too, must make it known to the 
authorities that they stand four square behind .every effort that can be 
made: to repel an undesirable invasion. . 

The people and the federal authorities of the U.S.A. are to be com- 
mended for the effective campaign they are belatedly waging to rid them- 
selvs of a serious blotch on their social and economic life, but the people 
and: authorities of this.country must co-operate to gee to it that the dis- 
carded sapling is not grafted on to our own tree. ; 

The people of Canada do riot want these visiting “gentlemen”.. They 
have no desire to afford them harborage. They have no wish to permit 
them to rob and slay innocent citizens, nor to allow them to establish | 
schools for crime with our own criminals and potentials as pupils. For that! 
will be the ultimate outcome if these people are treated with complacency 
and tolerance. Unfortunately, this country has enough lawless without 
importing more from outside. : ; 

Mayor G. G. McGeer of Vancouver, who visualizes this menace, de- 
clared recently that the police forces of this country are not adequately 
€quipped: to handle effectively such a dangerous invasion, stating in effect, 
that it is hopeless to cope with 20th century criminals with 19th century 
equipment. ; 

If Mayor McGeer’s inference is well founded it is time to be strength- | 
ening the defences. The governments of the country and the provinces 
will be well advised to spend the necessary money to bring police equip- 
ment up ito date and to modernize their methods of securing information 
and of tracking down these’ foes of society, 

Dangerous criminals, such as have infested Chicago and other Ameri- 
can cities are not wanted in Canada. They should be caught as soon as 
they commence operations in this country. Once caught and the proper 
evidence produced to convict them, the Bench can be relied upon to deal 
with them effectively, in accord with the renowned tenets of British jus- 
tice.

At 
this stage we must not listen to the

now urge default, repudiation or 
compromise as a solution of ‘sur 
financial problem are false prophets 
who have not correctly read the 
signs of.the times.

ARE YOU SATISFIED? i 

There are some services in Canada that are sup- 
posed to, be socialized. Education is one of these. _ Do 
you think it is? A socialized service is supposed to give 
equal opportunity to all: Are those citizens in the rural 
areas of Alberta satisfied with its opportunities given to 
their children to obtain the best type of education or even 
that type now available to those in the larger urban cen- 
ters? Is there any good reason why these should be 
denied? Sa ARS 
| The best that civilization has. to offer should be 
open to those who toil. Surely the farmers of Alberta and 
their children should qualify for the very best. Still there 
seems to be an idea abroad that because a person lives in 
the country he should not expect to enjoy the amenities of 
life but should continue to live under somewhat pioneer 
conditions. There is no reason for this under the state of 
our modern development and it is high time that the farm 
population of Alberta demand that at least the rising gen- 
eration shall have the best that knowledge can provide. 
When a civilization fails to give its young the best that is 
available it fails as a civilization. If the farmers are pre- 
pared to enduré the kind of rural education that this pro- 
vince has at the present time it is because they wish it to 
exist and for no other reason. ve 

It is impossible to provide the best type of educa- 
tion, primary and secondary, in the little one-roomed 
school under the jurisdiction of the local school board. In 
an endeavor to give as full an educational opportunity as 
possible secondary education has been introduced into 
many rural schools and as a result in most cases either the 
younger or the older pupils suffer. This is no fault of the 
teacher but the impossible circumstances under which she 
is expected to carry on. If any of the pupils have achieved 
partial success, it is in spite of and not because of the op- 
portunity provided. 4 

The main qualification for a farmer is no longer a 
strong back. More and more agriculture is going to de- 
mand well trained, well educated farmers. Mr. and Mrs. 
Farmer, are you going to be content to start your girl or 
boy out into life without the best educational equipment 
that this province can provide? . ; 

The Education Bill with its idea of the enlarged 
district will greatly increase the facilities for your’ chil- 
dren. Hold fast to this fact in spite of the petty argu- 
ments about imaginary powers of the small school boards,

now exists in Alberta, You will be saying that urban 
children have the right to expect the latest in education 
but ox-cart education is good enough for the farmer’s son 
or daughter.

EUROPE THE CRUX OF 
THE WHEAT PROBLEM 


With the advent of February high hopes were held 
that the world trade in wheat would pick up but so far 
this has failed to materialize. A low volume of inter- 


‘ national trade this crop year seems assured, according to 


the Food Research Institute of Stanford University, but 
that authority looks for the pick-up during the remainder 
of the year. It anticipates year-end stocks will fall to a- 
round 625 million-bushels and that wheat disappearance 


in the world will be somewhat larger this crop year than) 


last. ; 

The big hope for large trade rests with Continental 
Europe, in fact it was the decline of this market which has 
caused the steep drop in international trade. United 


. Kingdom is taking approximately the same volume of 


wheat as it always has. Purchases from Italy, France and 
Germany are at a very low level. If these countries would 
také somewhat near the 200 million bushels which they 


used to purchase, the world wheat problem would be 
solved. Mice 


In this connection it is interesting to note the con- 


dition of the European crops. The continent is having a 


very mild winter with persistent: rains and floods. This|' 


has certainly damaged the wheat plant and if the weather 
persists a comparatively low volume of production may 
well be expected. 


Apparently the United States winter wheat crop is 
wintering fairly well and a much larger yield than during 
the last two years may be anticipated. 

A hopeful factor in the situation is the slow but 
steady improvement in conditions in most countries. De- 
spair is giving way to hope and if some stabilization could 
be introduced into the currency tangle enlarged trade 
might well result. — Wheat Pool Budget, Calgary.
